Dean Russell 


The tendency to-lower prices paid 


for farm products, while war prices 
are maintained on products the 
Cramer has to buy, was declared to 
be the cause of present -dissatisfac- 
tion that might lead to farreaching 
economic results by Dean H. L. Eus- 
sell of the University of Wisconsin 
College of Agriculture. 


Unless the- condition is speedily 


remedies Jhe farmer will be further 
discouraged and will ha-ve greater 
distrust of the 
economic system, 


which permits this situation to con- 
tinue, the dean says. His specific 
proposal as a remedy is for business 
men of Wisconsin to get into closer 
touch with agriculture, 


"If we permit agriculture to de- 


cline, food costs will of necessity 
mount and our -industrial life will 
be built upon a very shaky founda- 
tion" he said. •'Manufacturing and 
business are best off in.areas of 
food surplus. We have it within our 
power to "keep Wisconsin out of the 
food deficit ctass."

This seems rather 
peculiar in view of the fact tfcat 
nearly all cigar merchants report a 
splendid trade. The call for cigars 
and cigarettes, especially the larg- 
er types, has not declined, and the 
manufacturers are not only 
busyi 


Slling orders, but many of them are 
Behind in doing so. 
The 
holiday 


trade, which they are now getting 
ready for, promises to be as active 
as last year, or nearly so. All this 
ndicates that the tobacco trade is 
n a more flourishing condition than 
most lines of business. The supply 
of leaf is being eaten into all the 
Jme, 
and if these conditions con- 


inue the manufacturers are in time 
ertain to need everything.that the 
market can furnish. 
The demand 


'or first-class wrappers and bind- 
:rs cannot very well fall down, and 
he price of this type of leaf has 
hown no tendency to drop. But it 
an not be denied that the market 
s in an uncertain state of mind, 
nd is not yet ready to limber up 
or- any definite forward step, 
A 


ttle tobacco is coming down from 
he poles. There are growers who 
ave taken down considerable, oth- 
rs have just picked at their crops, 
and still others have not touched 
their sheds. The damp weather has 
been beneficial, and is giving the to- 
bacco the best of chance to work in- 
to condition for stripping when the 
time comes. The fear that the leaf 
may lack in gum and be brittle is 
not shared by the rank and file of 
experienced tobacco men. 


New York Market. 


NEW YORK—The lull that is ad- 


mitted generally in Water st. ap- 
pears to be the res-alt more of gen- 
eral business conditions reflected in 
the cigar and tobacco industry rath- 
er than anything intrinsic to the in- 
dustry itself, says the U. S. Tobac- 
co Journal. The principal basis of 
doubt as to the course of prices in 
this industry has arisen from the 
fact that in many other lines of ac- 
tivity there has been a recession.

Wrappers and binders of the 1920 


crop have already been taken up at 
high prices. If there were a lapge 
abundance of leaf in the hands of 
the tobacco merchants there is no 
question but that prices would re- 
cede, but in many years' observation 
of the leaf market there has never 
been a time when the leaf trade was 
in so sound a financial and technical 
position. None of them has large 
stocks or heavy commitments, nor 
is any 
disposition observable on 


their part to change this very hap- 
py state of affairs.

Big Loss in Coal 


Over 700,000 tons of coal were 


lost—not produced—because of the 
bunching of three holidays within 
less than one week and a consequent 
loss of 
tonnage. These 
"figures, 


compiled by the anthracite •bureau, 
have been received at the Associa- 
tion of Commerce. The three days 
lost were Mitchell Day, Oct. 29; All 
Saints Day, Nov. 1; and Election 
Day, Nov. 2. This is the first time 
in recent years that the anthracite 
mines were idle on election day. Of 
the 714,128 tons lost, 512,409 tons 
were domestic size and 201,729 tons 
were steam coal-. On the basis of 
ten tons a year to a family, and five 
persons to the family, the loss would 
have been sufficient to have cared 
for a city of more 'than 200,000 in- 
habitants for a year. In other words 
five cities, the size s of Madison, 
could have been supplied for a year 
with the coal which was not produc- 
ed^ because the miners took 
thfte 


holidays within a week.

French Diplomacy A Danger 
Nearing Tells of Manner in Which Spoils Playing Diplomats 


Threaten Europe. 


S 


tXKTT JS'EARLNG, the well know Socialist writer, has written 
a pamphlet on "The Peace of Europe," which is causing 


much discussion among the liberals of this country and Europe. 
He discusses the diplomacy of France and of its relation to the 
peace of continental Europe. Mr. Nearing in his book says: 


The outstanding feature of the European political situation 


Is the diplomacy of France. 


Since the days of Napoleon, the great, the French ruling 


class has felt a proprietary interest in Europe—an interest that 


> includes the entire continent. The more ambitious among1 the 
French statesmen saw their country sitting once more in the 
high place at the council table of the European nations, and de- 
ciding the destiny of Europe's millions. With Russia in the 
turmoil of Revolution and Germany temporarily out of the run- 
ning, the time seemed to them ripe for a reassertion of the time- 
honored right of France to dictate the politics of the continent. 


This political interest of the French in the destinies of con- 


tinental Europe was very much influenced by the extent of her 
investments, which were particularly large in Russia. As one 
man put it—"There is not a person in France who has not some- 
thing tucked away up along the Volga." He referred, of course, 
'to the investing class, which is unusually large in France. 


The diplomacy of France dominates Europe for two rea- 
j: First, because it is the only logical diplomacy for capitalist 


npkres to pursue; second, because Great Britain, the only other 


'•«apitalist power in Europe strong enough to have a diplomacy, 
as a matter of form lets some other nation direct the affairs of. 
continental Europe, and then, as occasion offers, either forms an 
alliance with this nation, if it is not too powerful; or, if it grows 
dangerous, forms an alliance against it. 


By this means, the worid power of the British is main- 


tained; while at the same time that their position in the affairs 
of Europe is assured at a relatively small cost. For some time, 
•Great Britain has felt the necessity for clipping the wings of 
Germany. It was for tha- purpose that she shifted her alliance 
to two of her hereditary enemies—Russia and France. The war 
having destroyed Germany's power and weakened France, the 
British feel no hesitancy in permitting the French to play at 
running Europe. 


And the French are playing. 
French diplomacy prevented the recognition of Kerensky 


in the early stages of the Russian Revolution. French diplomacy 
supported Denekine, Yudenitch, Kolchak, Wrangel, and the other 
"white hopes" of the Allies. 


French diplomacy created the "sanitary cordon" of border 


states about the Bolshevist "menace," established the blockade 
and led to the invasion of Russia by the French, British and 
American soldiers. 


French diplomacy created and supported an "Independent 


Poland"—as independent as a new bom babe, lying helpless in 
the arms of a nurse. It was the staff of French officers that

planned and directed the Polish campaign against Russia during 
the summer of 1920. It was the same diplomatic and military 
policy that prevented the Poles from making their peace with 
Russia a twelfth month earlier. 


French diplomacy wrote the "hard peace" with Germany, 


Austria and Turkey, and would have written a harder one, had 
the Allies been willing. French diplomacy tolerated and fos- 
lered the monarchist ambitions in Hungary. French diplomacy 
forced the war in the Near East 


It is the diplomacy of a proud, imperial, ambitions people. 


Behind it, however, there is no real power. It is an old man's 
body in a yonng man's finery. 


But while the diplomacy of France has the support of th* 


British Empire, it will remain the chief menace to the peace of 
Europe, and it will retain that support just so long as it is use- 
ful hi holding down Britain's chief European trade rival—Ger- 
many; and in contending against the chief menace to British's 
capitalist existence—Russia. 


France, as the destroyer of German economic power and the 


antagonist of recognition for the Soviet government, is pulling 
the hot chestnuts out of the fire and dropping them into a bag 
in the hands of John Bull. 


French diplomacy is the support that Ls hopping up and 


down on the stage of European politics. .The hand that is pail- 
Ing the strings is British ambition.
